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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Annual Report to the Taxpayers of West Rutland from the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Manager. 

In this report we will try to present to the Taxpayers the Town ac- 
complishments, improvements, financial status, and what you may 
expect in the future. 

Financial status: 

The financial status of the Town has improved since our last report 
to the Taxpayers. The only outstanding debt the Town owes at the pre- 
sent time is approximately $380,000. to the Vermont National Bank. 
You are familiar with this debt, as this is the accumulation of deficit 
financing of previous boards. 

The Howard Bank note which paid for the Town’s portion to replace 
the Gorham Bridge was fully retired in 1979. The balance of the note of 
$4500. was paid out of the General Fund Expenditures that was not 
budgeted. 

The delinquent taxes at close of the year were $25,557. Since the 
books were closed, some delinquent taxes have been paid. We feel that 
by the time of Town Meeting a large amount of the taxes will be col- 
lected. 

Because of the $5557. delinquent taxes above the amount budgeted, 
and the $4500. paying the Howard Bank Note, the General Account ow- 
ed the School Department $10,000. at the end of the year. 

During 1979 all money borrowed from the Banks for current ex- 
penses was paid back in full as soon as taxes were received. 

The biggest disappointment during the year was the loss of $40,000. 
in Revenue Sharing money for 1980. Revenue Sharing money for 1980 
was allocated on the Town’s Tax Effort in 1977. That was the year Ver- 
mont Marble entered into litigation contesting the tax assessment, 
withholding it’s tax payment, causing less taxes to be collected. 
Therefore the tax effort was reduced. The Board and the Manager pur- 
sued every effort to re-state our position in this case. We were inform- 
ed by the Fund Administrators that there is no appeal procedure. Had 
this money been available, the proposed Budget for 1980 would have a 
tax rate of .3C less than last year. We have submitted a proposed 
Budget of $179,385. for the year 1980 which includes $50,344 to be paid on 
the debt, which is principal and interest. The proposed Budget is a 
"bare bones” budget which was severely scrutinized before it was 
presented to the Taxpayers. 

Accomplishments and Happenings: 

The re-appraisal of all real estate was completed in 1979 and all pro- 
perty is now equalized. As a result of this re-appraisal there were a few 
who challenged the fair market value which was assessed on their pro- 
perty. Presently these cases are pending in Rutland Superior Court. 
We hope that these cases can be resolved by the Court as soon as possi- 
ble. 

During 1979 the Highway Department had a complete change of per- 
sonnel. The former employees took up different positions elsewhere, 
and left with no animosity between the Board and themselves. With 
this reorganization of the Highway Department the Board has reduced 
the work force from these full time to two full time Employees. 

In December of 1979 the Board purchased in excellent condition an 
Austin-Western 6-wheel drive Grader for $11,500. Before this purchase 



was finalized the Board had solicited inspections and opinions from ex- 
perts who knew this type of equipment and their recommendation was 
to buy it as perhaps such a deal may not come around again. The Town 
has a need for a Grader at different times of the year, but is unable to 
get one whenever we are ready to do our work. The State of Vermont or 
the Town of Clarendon will only do it for us when they have spare time. 
At a cost of approximately $40.00 per hour. Had the Town owned this 
equipment in the Spring of 1979 when ice and snow storms made our 
roads rough for almost two months, this problem could have been solv- 
ed with this piece of equipment. 

The Elderly Housing Project will hopefully become a reality in the 
year 1980 with 14 units built within the Depot Street area. Two of these 
units will be built for the handicapped people if the need is there. This 
will help on the tax base with no strain on the School system. The 
Board has preliminary plans of the type and layout of the buildings, 
and feel this will be an attractive addition to the Marble Street area. 

The Grant that the Board has been pursuing for building the In- 
dustrial Park has been abandoned this area because of restrictions 
that were placed on the Town and occupant by the Federal Grant. The 
Board feels that this Industrial Site by no means is a dead site. A local 
Contractor gave the Board a proposal to help make this site a reality. 
The Town would convey this property to him and for exchange he will 
fill the area consisting of 25 acres and get it ready for an Industrial 
Site. The Town has conditions on this property which the Board feels is 
in the best interest of the Townspeople. 

With the Dodds property now zoned light industrial along with the In- 
dustrial Site being prepared, we feel the Town will be in a good position 
to attract industry which is needed. 

The Municipal Sewer System has been functioning properly and 
hopefully will continue to do so. It was necessary to hire a new man in 
1979. Mr. Warran Bartlett was added to the work force, and he present- 
ly resides near the Recreation Area. His presence in Town has proved 
very beneficial during some of the past emergencies which the system 
has encountered, and also deterred vandalism in the area. 

The Summer Recreation Program was operated in a fine manner 
this past year. A full summer program was run with two full time 
Directors. This included games, swimming and trips to different 
educational and recreational areas. 

Again the Board of Selectmen, including the Town Manager, would 
like to thank each and everyone within the Community for their ad- 
vice. effort and cooperation we have had during the past year. We 
solicit the same for future years as we are determined to do the best 
possible for you and the community with minimum of expense. We also 
ask for your continued support of the Board functions, we welcome 
your suggestions including your presence at Board Meetings, which 
are on the second and fourth Mondays of the month. You have en- 
trusted to us the reins of the Town government, and that is why we feel 
your cooperation is of utmost need at a time when we are trying to br- 
ing about corrective procedures from what has happened in the past.

The Wastewater Dept, has a new Assistant Operator, Warren 
Bartlett. Warren holds a Grade III Operator’s license. 

In the past year, the treatment plant has encountered several 
serious problems, due to items that have been sent through the system. 
These items all come under one heading, NON-BIODEGRADABLES, 
they include; cloth rags, plastic items, cooking grease, and sanitary 
napkins. All of these items create emergency maintenance and pump 
breakdowns which uses up your tax dollars. 

If each resident were to properly dispose of these items the overall 
maintenance cost would drop considerably. 

Another more serious area that must be dealt with is the illegal use 
of sump pumps into the sewer lines, the 25,000 to 50,000 gallons per day 
received by use of sump pumps does not need treatment, it only adds to 
the gallonage we must treat. 

West Rutland is in a difficult situation with State regulations. We are 
very close to our discharge limit of 250,000 gallons per day, whereupon 
the State can stop any new hook-ups, residental or industrial. 

If basement water is a problem in your home and you use a sump 
pump, please discharge it out a window or door. If you need any help in 
this matter, please call the Wastewater Dept. We will be glad to help.

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WEST RUTLAND FIRE COMPANY 
REPORT ENDING 

NOVEMBER 30,1979 

During the year of 1979, 70 alarms were answered by the WEST 
RUTLAND FIRE COMPANY. There was 27 alarms outside the fire 
district, 2 false alarms, 3 forest fires and 38 were within the fire 
district. 

There was 1 Class “A” fire where we used a 2W line. This fire was a 
house fire on February 14, 1979, at 121 Park Avenue, Rutland, Ver- 
mont. This fire came under the Mutual Aid Program. The remainder 
of the fires were Class “B” and “C”, extinguished with booster lines, 
pack-pumps and other equipment. 

During the year 6 monthly meetings, 3 wet practices and 3 dry prac- 
tices were held. The attendance at the meetings and wet and dry prac- 
tices averaged 80%. There were also some additional practices called 
by the chief during the year for which no points were given. These were 
also well attended. During the year several of the hydrants water 
pressure was checked. 

All of the new members attended various schools during the year for 
training in fire fighting techniques and received certificates. 

A Fund Raising Committee was appointed by the chief and with the 
help of all the members all of the projects undertaken by the commit- 
tee were a success. The funds raised by this committee enabled the fire 
department to purchase much needed equipment for use in fire 
fighting. The following equipment was purchased: 4 MSA Air Packs 
and 3 portable radios, one installed in each vehicle. The total price of 
this equipment was $3,972.00 at no cost to the taxpayers. The members 
of the fire department want to thank all who participated and helped us 
on our fund raising projects, without them we could not have raised the 
money. 

Our annual “Fireman's Ball" was held at the American Legion, 
Post 87, on September 22, 1979 and our annual banquet was held at 
Gigi’s Steak House, December 23, 1979.

Annual Report to the Citizens of West Rutland 

The established mission of the State Health Department is to protect 
and promote the health of all Vermonters. In working towards this 
goal, the Vermont Department of Health has provided directly, or 
assured the provision of, preventive health services to communities 
across the state. During 1979, the following services were received by 
the residents of West Rutland: 

281 elementary school children were examined by a dental 
hygienist and received personal oral hygiene instruction twice 
during the school year. 

Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse 
program. 

10 persons received services through the Maternal and Child 
Health Program. 

15 comprehensive health assessments including preventive 
health guidance were provided at Well Child Conferences. 

154 persons received nutrition education and food supplements 
through the Special Supplemental Food Program for Women, In- 
fants, and Children (WIC). 

29 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment through 
the Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment Pro- 
gram (EPSDT). 

23 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer through 
the Cervical Cancer Screening Progra. 

Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and 
treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other 
conditions were provided to 14 children. 

Through the Child Development Clinic, 3 children received 
diagnostic and intensive follow-up services for suspected 
physical and/or mental retardation. 

23 immunizations were given in Health Department Clinics. 

23 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung 
disease through the Barre, Rutland, or other Health Department 
chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Burlington: 

39 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against 
german measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects. 


72 other diagnostic blood tests. 


27 bacteriological and viral cultures. 

72 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor 
drinking water quality. 

Statewide, 247 emergency medical technicians were trained, 344 
were recertified and 61 received advanced training; 188,323 doses of 
vaccine were supplied to private physicians, school nurses, and other 
health providers; 17 hospitals and 46 nursing homes were inspected 
and licensed; 1,880 restaurants were inspected; 4,432 veneral disease 
office visits and/or treatments were paid for and 745 contacts were 
traced; material to test 48,770 persons for tuberculosis was distributed 
to private physicians, public clinics, and schools; 21 x-ray machines 
were inspected; treatment for 20,144 children was approved and paid 
for in total or in part by the Tooth Fairy and Denticaid programs; and 
in conjunction with Planned Parenthood, 13,380 persons received con- 
traceptive counselling and service. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health 
Services to your Town Health Officer, Lorraine Davis. 

Your Town Clerk, Victor A. Sevigny, received support and instruc- 
tion in the handling of vital records from the division of Public Health 
Statistics.

RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
REPORT FOR 1979 
(for Report of West Rutland) 

The Rutland Regional Planning Commission is a public planning and 
development agency, most of whose membership and direction comes 
from the local governments of Rutland County. During Fiscal Year 
1980 our membership is 24 local governments, including your com- 
munity, plus five groups: the Killington-Pico Area Association, the 
Rutland Region Chamber of Commerce, the Rutland Industrial 
Development Corporation, the Rutland Mental Health Service, and the 
Rutland County Health Council. Your Regional Commissioner, who 
sits on our governing board is Mr. Ralph Williams. 

During the past year, RRPC has done the following things in an ef- 
fort to make the Rutland Region a better place to live. 

*The RRPC, in cooperation with the Rutland Region Chamber of 
Commerce and the Rutland Industrial Development Corporation, has 
started a five-year economic development strategy for the region. The 
program is intended to establish strong links among the three major 
development organizations and with town development groups in the 
Rutland region in order to expand the area's existing development pro- 
grams in a coordinated manner. Emphasis is placed on providing (1) 
more assistance to existing industries, (2) better management for cur- 
rent projects, and (3) expanded promotional efforts. 

‘The RRPC obtained a grant to study the feasibility of a “resource 
recovery facility” which would turn solid waste from participating 
towns into recycled materials and steam to be used by industry. A 
Joint Municipal Survey Committee has at the same time been studying 
the establishment of a “Rutland County Solid Waste District” which 
could run the facility. Formation of the District will be voted on in 
March. 

*The Rutland Regional Profile was published in October 1979. It pro- 
vides data on the region’s economy, transportation, services, and com- 
munities to assist in local and regional economic development efforts. 

*The RRPC continues to do planning for “the bus” and other energy 
saving forms of transportation. Although “the bus" serves only four 
communities now, surveys were taken during 1979 to see whether a de- 
mand exists for service to other communities. A ridesharing program 
was also conducted which matched people going the same way at 
about the same time. 

‘The RRPC is currently doing regional planning in the fields of in- 
dustrial and commercial development, public investments, transpor- 
tation, solid waste, and energy. 

‘The RRPC provides assistance, on request, to member com- 
munities for such items as town plans, flood plain zoning, manage- 
ment, capital improvement programming, maps and aerial photos, 
grant applications, solid waste, industrial & commercial development, 
and historic preservation. 
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^During 1979 the RRPC sponsored or co-sponsored training sessions 
for local officials, on the following subjects: on-site sewage treatment 
(for Town Health Officers), property mapping (for Listers), 1980 Cen- 
sus review (for Listers), and municipal budgeting (for Selectmen — 
two sessions). 

*The RRPC conducted Preliminary Energy Audits of public 
buildings in the Region to determine energy consumption patterns. 
The information is being used to rank buildings for funding under 
federal energy conservation programs.

The Bennington-Rutland Opportunity council is the Community Ac- 
tion Agency which is trying to offer an alternative to poverty in 
Southwestern Vermont. Our Outreach staff goes out into all of the com- 
munities and tries to help poor and elderly people discover and take 
advantage of all the programs for which they are eligible. Our Food 
and Nutrition program uses community gardens, nutrition education 
and emergency food programs to show people that they can take care 
of their own nutritional needs. Our Energy program helps people 
weather the on-going energy crisis by supplying fuel loans and grants 
and weatherizing clients’ homes. 

In West Rutland, during the past year, we provided more than 128 
direct services. We helped 10 families through our Community gardens 
program. We provided 0 family with help with emergency food, food 
vouchers, our food shelf or in purchasing ATP cards. We provided or 
installed weatherization in 3 clients’ homes. We helped families get 
through the energy crisis with State or Federal fuel monies on 27 occa- 
sions. We provided 0 family with chore service. We helped 16 families 
prepare their taxes. We provided emergency transportation on 18 dif- 
ferent occasions. We provided counseling or information on cooking, 
WIC, Housing, Personal Needs, Forms & Other Agencies operations on 
54 occasions. We served 0 children through a Summer Recreation Pro- 
gram. We assisted 0 persons in obtaining Job Start Loans. 

The Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council needs local funds. We 
would appreciate your town’s support of our continued operation with 
$ 1 , 000 .
